On behalf of the Members of the Statistical Conference—convened hy you by Circular Telegram 
on 23rd January, for the purpose of deciding upon uniformity of system for taking the approaching 
Census—I have to state that the Conference met on the 3rd March, in Hobart, and concluded its 
Jabours on 18th March, and [ have now the honor of transmitting to you their extended Report.

making known to you more particularly some of the reasons which guided us in ovr deliberations ; 
and for greater clearness I shall make my observations under distinet headings, as follows :— 


In doing this, by consent of the other Members of the Conference, I also take the opportiunity of 


Extent and Nature of Subjects of Enquiry. 


The Members of the Conference unanimously deemed it unwise to extend the subjects of 
enquiry beyond the limits already determined in the Householder’s Schedule of the Census for i88!, 
viz.—Name, Sex, Birth-place, Age, Religion (statement not compulsory), Occupation (siatiny 
whether i’mployer, employed on his or her own account, or Wage-earner), Conjugal Condition, 
Education, Sickness and Infirmity, Materials of Houses, Number of Rooms. The only other ite 
of enquiry agreed to—viz., Number of each description of Live Stock—although not hitherto a 
subject of Census enquiry in ‘Tasmania, is a most desirable one, and has hitherto formed one of the 
regular subjects of Census enquiry in the neighbouring Colonies. The model Schedule agreed 
upon secures perfect uniformity in all these subjects of enquiry, although it was eoneeded that any 
Colony is free to extend enquiry beyond these limits should it be deemed advisable to do se, 


Classification and Modes of Tabulation. 


As there were several imperfections arising out of defective classification and throuwh lack of 
agreement in modes of Tabulation in the last Census, the Members of Conference were anxious 16 
devise means for avoiding such difficulties or defects in the coming Census. At the same time they 
were impressed with the importance of adhering as far as possible to modes of classification hithert 
employed, as without such cautious consideration useful comparisons with former periods and wii 
other countries would be rendered impossible. 


Classificetion of Occupations. 


The classification of Occupations in the last two Censuses of the British Possessions, although 
of considerable value, has many sericus defects. It was originally devised by the late Dr. Farr. 
RS... of England, for use in the United Kinedom. ‘The deviser of this classification

Breadwinners and Dependants. Similarly, Primary Producers, Distributors, and Jianutict rer 
were indifferentiv mixed together under three very distinct Classes—viz., Commercial, Class il 
Agricultural and Pastoral, Class IV.; and industrial, Class V. It is apparent that the lack of any 
clearly recognised prhcipie for determining the limits of the great Classes themselves lea Tihs 
original Classifier into great perplexities ; for we find Lishermen, Velerinary Surgeon, and ? ee

Having long been impressed with these defects in the old system, I endeaycured to amend 
the cl eeayhati ion of Breadwinner Group and Dependants in my last issue of the “Tasmanian 
Official Record” for 1890, and 1 had the honour of devising what I deemed to be an improved 
method of classification, which I submitted to the Mfembers of the Conference at its fourth sitting. 
Mr. T. A. Coghlan, the accomplished Government Statistician of New South Wales, also subinitted 
a detailed scheme of subordinate groups of Occupations somewhat upon the same lines. ‘hese 
together met with the approval of the other Merobers of the Conference, and J had the honour 
to be associated with Mr. Coghlan in drawing up an elaborate and systematic scheme of 
Classification of Occupations, emb odying the principles already presented to them, which, with 
shg¢ht amendments, eventu lly received the unanimous approval of the Members of the Oonterence: 
Ww he resolved to adopt it in the tabulation of the next Census. 


The amended Classification is divided into seven principal classes. The first six embrace 
all Dewy Breadwinners ; the seventh, or last class, embracing all Dependants. ‘The 
three important classes related to Jfaterials are kept separate by regard to the relationship which 
their differing services bear to the materials which pass through their hands. ‘Thus, Primary 
Producers of Raw Materials directly acquired by labour from natural sources, bring naturally 
into one class (Class V.) those engaged in Agriculture, Grazing, Fishing, Hunting, and 
ee Transporters, Dealers or Distributors, who effect no material change in Producers’ 

raterials, come naturally together in Class Commercial (Class III.) ; while all skilled and unskilled 
Scie or constructors of materials, in a similar way, come naturally together in Class Industrial 


(Class V.) 


The Domestic Class (Class II.) no longér includes wives and others engaged at home in 
domestic duties for which no remuneration is paid, nor dependent relatives or cnildien 


The Professional Class (Class I.) only includes those ministering to Religion, Charity, Eduea- 
tion, Art, Seience, and Amusement, and those connected with the General and Local Government, 
and in Defence, Law, and Protection. All persons employed by the General and Local Govern- 
ment whose ee are properly related to the Producing, Commercial, and Industrial Groups 
are classed with the latter, as it is obvious the main value of such classification is to ascertain how 
employed, and not by whom nae The exact extent of the Government Service can be easily 
obtained by reference to the Civil List, and by direct reference to Local Bodies throughout the 
country. 


To facilitate classification, I was also enjoined by the Conference to draw up a more extended 
tabulation of sub-groups under each of the 104 sub-orders. This I have now done, and, when 
printed, it is intended to submit the same for the final consideration of the several members of the 
Conference. It is hoped that this amended classification will more fully meet the wants of the social 
economist and statesman, who were often, hitherto, misled by the de fective nature of the groupings 
in the older mode of classification. he new pee gion has also the advantage that tables may 
readily be prepared from it on the lines of the old method to enable comparisons to be made. 


General. 


The other matters. though of great importance to the tabulator and statistician, only affect 
matters of detail, and secure accuracy and umformity. It is important to state, however, that one 
of the recommendations affecting the Census Act, to be introduced during the first Session of 
Parliament, is, that only the heads of enquiry—not the Schedule—be embodied in the Census Act. 


I may, in conclusion, take the liberty of reminding you that the work to be done prior to the 
actual date fixed for the Census involves an enormous amount of labour, for which provision must be 
specially made at an early date. A draftsman should be set apart as soon as possible to work under 
the direction of the Superintendent of the Census, in preparing by hand the colours of the boundaries 
of districts to be enumerated on charts and plans; and, as soon as the Act is passed, it will be neces- 
sary to provide for the extraordinary amount of printing necessary in the matter of schedules 
enumerators, books, printed justructions, com ipllation- sheets and eards, &e. 


I trust the observations which I have made may be of some service to you when dealing with 
the recommendations contained in the accompanying Report of the Conference.

Wr, the Representatives of various Australasian Colonies, at a sees: held at ae in 
accordance with your invitation, for the purpose of arranging for the collection and compilatioi: 
of the ensuing Census upon a uniform principle, have the honor to report as follows :— 


1. We have held twelve meetings , the Minutes of which will be foundin Appendix A. 


The enquiries to be eabededs in the Census Schedule have been fully oe and we hay 
oa to certain recommendations on the basis of which we have framed a model ‘schedule, a ce DY 
of which is given in Appendix B.

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3. In view, however, of the possibility of its being found desirable to make alterations in ¢) 
wording of this Schedule es the Census Act has een passed, in cases where the passing of « 
Census Act is necessary, we haye unanimously resolved to recoramend that only the heats. 
enquiry—not the Schedule—be embodied in the Census Act. 


4. The compilation of the Returns of the Census pnon a uniform principle has engaged our 
earnest attention; and, after much deliberation, we have agreed to a series of Recomnone | beariny 
upon the subject, the substance of which is given in Oaace C, 


5. The Forms decided upon, with the exception of those for the Occupation Tables, have boo 
mainly those followed by most of the Colonies in compiling the Returns of the Cehsus of 1881. 
We have, however, deemed it desirable to make radical changes in the tables showing the occur 
tions of the people, as those hitherto adopted have been judyed to be out of date, and not suitable: 
to the present requirements of the several Colonies. After lengthened consideration and discussion, 
we have devised a system of classification which, we believe, with possibly some modifications to b 
indicated by future experience, will be found to offer a means of overcoming the great ditheultic- 
with which the systematic grouping of the occupations of the people of a country has alway: 
been found to be attended. The details of this proposed classification will be found in Appendix 


6. To facilitate, however, comparisons with the Returns of previous Censuses, we propose tha! 
in addition to the Tables of Occupations compiled according to the newly devised system, su 
sidiary tables be given showing the different groups of occupations, prepared upon the lines of ¢! 
plan which the new system is intended to supersede. 


7. In settling the form of classification under the different heads of enquiry, we have had } 
view Lord Knutsford’ s circular despatch of the 28th February, 1889; and have arranged to os 
effect, as far as possible, to the recommendations embodied in the fence of the Registrar- ‘General |

. Tlie system proposed for adoption is calculated to secure uniformity in the tabular stu 
ae to be ‘publishe 2d by the different Colonies. This uuiformity, however, will not be brose 
should it be desired to amplify the Returns, or bring them out in more extended detail than th 
provided for, which it is distinctly understood any Colony is at liberty to do.

MINERS to epecify the nature of the mineral on which they work, and in respect 
ff metallic ores to add whether lode or alluvial.

ARTISANS and MecuAnics should always mention the particular branch of 
their trade ;_ thus—“ Ship Carpenter, “ House Carpenter,” “ Shingler,” Coachsmith,” 
“Locksmith,” “ Horse-shoer.” 

CARTERS, CARRIERS, LABORERS, SERVANTS, kc. to be described in connection 
with their usual employment, “ Carter in Town,” Bullock Driver on Station,” 
“Laborer making Roads,’ “ Omnibus Driver,” “ Cabman,” “ Raileay Porter,” 
“ Telegraph Messenger,” “ Domestic Servant.” 

Persons not following any Profession, Trade, or Calling, and not holding any 
public office, but possessed of independent means, may designate themselves “Proprietor 
of Land,” “ Proprietor of Houses,” “ Capitalist,” “ Annuitant,” as the case may be. + 
The word “Householder” should not be used in place of “ proprietor of houses,” nor 
the word “ gentieman” or “lady” in place of “no occupation.” 

Women.—The occupations of Women who are employed in any but domestic 
duties should be distinctly recorded ; but they should not be entered as engaged in 
the occupations of their Husbands or Fat'iers, &c., unless they habitually assist them. 
When only in the capacity of Wife, Mother, Daughter, Sister, &c., write “ Domestic
